stockholders, for it to submit. 


COURT REVIEW. 


" Mr. Foraker said that if the bill is to 
become a law it should contain a court 
review provision. On that point he said 
in part: 


. ."Fortunately some of the most Import- 
ant questions to which attention has been 
called cannot be withheld from the court, 
but the power to review the question as 
to whether a rate condemned or a rate 
made by the commission in a given case 
Is reasonable ia, unfortunately, not one of 
these. But between extortion on the one 
-hand and confiscation on the other, there 
Is In most cases a considerable latitude 
within which the action "of the commis- 
sion .without special statutory provision 
for review of it by the courts, would be 
final" and conclusive." 


ELK1NS

He then declared that little or no legis- 


lation Is needed and, that the Elkins law 
slightly amended is sufficient If enforced. 


.. He pointed out that the Hepburn bill does 
not deal with rebates or prevent carriers j

FIGHTING PLANT ENEMIES 


10,000 CANARIES 


FROM GERMANY 


With the notes of their song- rlsln*- hie* 


and clear above the notes of the sea, and 
the noise of the engines nearby. 10.000 
canary birds—the' largest consignment 
ever sent to New York—arrived Saturday 
on the North German Lloyd steamship 
Neckar. The birds are from the Hartz 
mountain region of Germany, and con- 
signed to a New Tork firm which ships 
canaries all over the United States.. 


A dosen men constantly guarded the 


birds on the way over to prevent them 
being killed by the ship's rats. Case upon 
case, filled with the tiny birds, almost 
filled the hold of the big ship. The sim- 
ultaneous song of thousands could be 
heard above the roar of the storm which 
the Neckar encountered. 


Tho canaries, all males, will sell In this 


country at prices ranging from K to tlO 
each. The birds are raised by thousands 
for deportation from Germany and taught 


Remarkable Work Carried on by the Cal- 


ifornia Commission of Horticulture. 
A few months ago I saw In an office 


In the city of San Francisco a. littlo 
orange tree about to be set out upon 
what I persume was the most remark- 
able Journey an orange tree ever made. 
Xt was trowing In a wooden box, the 
whole tree being' not more than four 
feet In height. It was to be Inclosed in 
a strong redwood case, with openings, 
to allow, It breathing space. 
The little tree was bound for a far 
Interior point in China. It would prob- 
ably spend three months on "Its jour- 
ney, 
would stay some time In China, 
far from the beaten paths of the tour- 
ists, and then would begin Its home- 
ward journey to Sen -Francisco. 
Curi- 
ously enough, the tree was starting out 
for China to be cured of a dliease. It, 
In common with a number of other Cal- 
ifornia orange trees, had' broken out with 
a- moat wretched affliction which was 
rapidly destroying Its glossy green leaves 
and unfitting It for service. 
Tha dis- 
ease took the form of a tiny Insect or 
Bcale 
growth 
called 
"Depldosaphes 
Beckll," very small In Its individuals 
but many In the aggregate and very 
dangerous. In fact, if the disease shouid 
no', be checked it would- be likely to do 
Irreparable damage to a great industry. 
T" r*Mrm the tree would meet a man 
who has made a life long study of plant 
diseases 
and 
Injurious 
Insects. ' He 
spends his time traveling over the world 
searching for the foes of these pernic- 
ious insects. He knows that there Is a 
foe, 
for nearly every on«, and It is his 
business to find that foe. 
It Is exceedingly difficult suir.titlmes to 


find the region of the world where the 
foe exists. It was learned In a rounda- 
bout way, for example, that In an in- 
terior Chinese province this pest of the 
California orange tree lived side by side 
.with a tiny insect that was an enemy to 
It 
The peat and the destroying Insect 
•developed In about equal numbers, so 
that the balance was preserved and tha 
pest did no harm. 
The object of send- 
ing- the little orange tree on Its long 
Journey was to take it Into the local- 
ity where the peat and the Insect both 
live, allow the destroying Insect to lay 
its eggs upon the leaves of the tree, as 
It always does when It finds a place 
where Its prey Is living, send the tree 
home a«s!r. with the eg«n of the foe up- 
on It, hatch them cut 1.-, San Francisco, 
and then send the spiteful little Insect 
out Into the Infected orange regions to 
destroy the pest that threatens the or- 
ange Industry. 
This Is an Illustration of the functions 
of a remarkable enterprise, now being 
carried on under the supervision of tha 
California Commissioner of Horticulture.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 28.— Tile 


necessity for prompt 'official recogni- 
tion of the demand that the American 
scholastic Institutes • In Beirut, Syria, 
and elsewfiere be entitled to identical 
treatment with the schools of other 
nationalities 
Is being urgently im- 


pressed upon the Porte by the Ameri- 
can Legation. Recognition was prom- 
ised on the occasion of the American 
naval demonstration in August, 1904, 
but It has not ret been offlciafly pro- 
mulgated. In some quarters the Im-

The great ma- 
jority of those who dlefl of disease fell 
victims to paralysis of the heart or to 
typhoid fever, caused by Impure water.

Solemn Observance of Feast With 


Services and Suggestions by 


Local Clergymen. 


In the March issue of The Technical 


World Magazine Fritz Morris describes 
the 
Ingenious, 
automatic 
restaurants 


which have recently been introduced in 
Berlin. 


"Cabinets with glass fronts line, the 


walls," Mr. Morris writes, "and through 
these fronts are,ito bo seen rows • and 
rows of little elevators, with the slots 
and 'mechanism for' working them. 
On 


one side of the restaurant is fitted an 
'automat' bar. where, by dropping the 
Indicated price into the proper slot, the 
wished for drink comes to the waiting 
customer. Shelves, all around, on the lit- 
tle elevators, .bring up hot soups, hot 
roasts, cold meats, pies, sandwiches, tea, 
coffee—in fact, whatever Is on the menu, 
and that Is changed <Jai!y. All the cus- 
tomer has to do is to decide what he 
wants, drop his coin In the little opening, 
end await results. In .less than a min- 
ute, up comes Ms meal, raised by elec- 
tricity from the kitchen in the basement, 
and It comes either steaming hot or Ice 
cold. Just as ordered, and clean, fresh, 
and sweet, with no dirty-handed waiter, 
with black cuffs and greasy napkin, to 
take your appetite away -while handing It 
to you."

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Washington's Political Philosophy. 


The Redding Searchlight says George Washington's philosophy 


of national conduct took no account of the very simple, natural 
law that everything which grows must expand. 


There is no analogy between animate nature and governments, 


.A political division has no resemblance to a turnip or a cabbage, or a 
siog, and a nation does not have to invade the territory of other na- 


a tions or subjugate other peoples to expand in the natural order. Take 


the Philippines, for instance; we have expanded, to use the Search-- 
light's expression, into a country far more densely populated than 
our own, where natural opportunity is far less than in our own 
land. 
England has done the same thing in India, Holland in Java, 


and France in Campodia. Little Switzerland has never extended 
her borders or expanded into" the territories of other nations. 


The law of growth so far as it relates to vegetables and animals 


is no more applicable to the political ^dominion of nations than is 
the Koran to the rotation of the seasons. 
If the philosophy advo- 


cated by our Redding contemporary be the expression of a correct 
principle, mankind must of necessity be at perpetual war with itself. 
The several branches must inevitably continue battling to the end 
jto extend their domnion over each other or resist such aggressions. 


Washington's philosophy did not embody the idea that 
the 


American people should not grow 
and develop 
intellectually, 


morally and industrially, but that they should not meddle with the 
domestic concerns of other nations nor entangle themselves in the 
political complications of other continents and a different 
hemi- 


sphere. The idea that we are in the Philippines in obedience to the 
law of nature is as ridiculous as the assertion that we are there 
by command of God is blasphemous. 


Nations rise and fall—have their adolescence, their ripe matur- 


ity, their age, decrepitude and death, even, like individuals—but this 
principle no more assumes that each should invade the other's land 
and assert political dominion over the others than that each individ- 
ually should be perpetually trying to .rob his neighbor and take con- 
trol of his person. Any attempt to reconcile foreign conquest and in- 
ternational meddling with the principles of justice and 
amity 
by 


pleading the law of natural philosophy relating to the growth and de- 
velopment of animate and inanimate creation must be futile, because 
it assumes an analogue which does not exist, and applies a physical 
law to a rule of human conduct. Washington contemplated that we 
should extend peaceful commerce to all parts of the globe, which is 
:n the natural order of expansion for a progressive people, but surely 
there is a broad distinction between trade and conquest, between 
friendly intercourse and traffic and interference in the domestic con- 
cerns and the political contentions of other nations.

MUNICIPAL FRANCHISES IN OTHER CITIES. 


John Morley. the British Secretary for India, has made it plain

In connection with the question of franchise extension the ex- 


perience of other cities is interesting. In Washington the com- 
panies hold their privileges under indeterminate franchiss, which 
are liable to revision at any time. The courts, of course, would 
protect the investors from confiscatory measures. But the govern- 
ment of the District of Columbia is at liberty to take advantage of 
mechanical improvements and economies to secure better terms 
for the city. 


Consequently there are no disfiguring trolley wires and poles 


within the city of Washington. 
The underground conduit is uni- 


versal—although the companies, when required to introduce it, de- 
clared it to be- "impracticable." 
Such improvements 
are usually 


"impracticable" in the eyes of the management. Besides, six uni- 
versal tickets, good on all lines, arc sold for a quarter. These con- 
cessions, be it remembered, are not granted in return for a thirty- 
year franchise. The acts governing the roads contain the provision 
that they "may at any time be altered, amended or repealed by the 
Congress of the United States." A similar regulation exists in 
the legislation of Massachusetts. 


In Detroit there are, for all practical purposes, two companies, 


each of which gives universal transfers over its own system and 
one of which sells eight tickets for a quarter. This was the achieve- 
ment of "Potato" Pingree. In Toledo six tickets are sold 
for a 


quarter, with eight for twenty-five cents available for use between 6 
and 7 o'clock morning and evening. In Rockford, 111., there are 
four-cent fares, with fifty tickets .sold for $1 to school children.- 
Kansas City Star.

A British court has decided that whisky distilled from maize 


(Indian corn) is not Irish or Scotch whisky. This Solomonic de- 
cision was rendered at the instance of Irish and Scotch distillers 
who make their whisk}-—ostensibly at least—from malted barley. 
A number of physicians testified that whisky made from Indian corn 
is "harmful." 
This strikes us as ludicrous. All whisky is harm- 


ful in a sense, but the idea that whisky distilled from corn is more 
harmful than whisky made from barley is the height of absurdity. 
At this distance the decision appears to have been dictated by local 
interests.

All were damaged, and two 
of them had to go to dock for repairs. 
At Norfolk two torpedo boats managed 
to collide, one of them being so badly 
rammed that it had to be towed to the 
navy-yard to have its wound patched 
up.

Alpine 
soldiers 
of Italy: "All 
these 
soldler-mountaineerg 
are 
crack shots. 
and it is difficult to see how one of thfc 
forts held by them amid the great granite 
bowlders and terrible pinnacles and spires 
of the Great St. Bernard could ever be 
forced by an enemy in the face of these 
troops, who would act as scouts, crawl- 
ing up precipices, and planting them- 
selves on wild and seemingly inaccessible 
spots, whence they would pour an Invisi- 
ble fire which nothing, .could withstand. 
These Alpine troops, when scouting or 
reconnoitering In the moun tains, use a 
curious kind of 
rifle -rest, 
formed 
oy 
three alpenstocks and one of the pillows 
they use at night when they sleep in the 
snow. For, strange as it may seem, 
these men when bivouacking at great 
altitudes do not trouble to put up tents, 
but merely dig out caverns in the vast 
snowdrifts and line these with water- 
proof sheets arid blankets and there sleep 
amid dreary Alpine desolations as com- 
fortably as though they were down on 
earth in a comfortable city bed. 
"The life of the men Is magnificently 
healthy and exhlllratlng, -as may be seen

clear complexions of a party of scouts 
that como glissading1 like lightning down 
the slopes of frozen snow on their long- 
curving ski, guided and supported by the 
alpenstock.

the Stock Exchange continues to show 
sings of fatigue. 
Values strengthened 


temporarily at tlrae», owlne' to the cov- 
ering operations of an Increasing shart 
Interest, but the general drift of the mar- 
ket remains downwards. , The reasons 
are the same as already advanced, name- 
ly, the overdlsoountlng of all bullish In- 
fluences, the great increase In new se- 
curities and the scarcity or advancing 
tendency of money.

of new securities is going on. at a rapid 
pace and further large amounts are prob- 
ably forthcoming.

[ earnings and profits are withheld,' and 
nothing is made public except vague 
statements of liabilities and assets, which 
are chiefly at interest for what they con- 
ceal. 


A few of our railroads have already 


assumed a commendable policy in this 
respect, their stockholders receiving elab- 
orate annual reports which the average 
investor 
can understand. 
Candor 
and 


honesty are written on every page. Such 
companies secure and deserve public con- 
fidence. 
This is not the case, however, 


with many of our industrials. These, too, 
ought to submit regular annual state- 
ments which can be comprehended by the 
average 
mind, 
and 
such 
statements 


should be certified to by public account- 
ants of recognized character and ability. 
The latter is a growing profession, -and 
one deserving of all encouragement. . In 
England It occupies a high branding and 
is much more frequently resorted to than 
here. We need a large fc/rce of skilled 
investigators of this character, controlled 
by men of unimpeachable integrity. Cor- 
porations would thus avoid the objection- 
able legislative committees, who are us- 
ually more Interested in politics than In 
scund business. A body of professional 
accountants should be established upon j. 
school of ethics as high and strong as 
those of the lawyer and physician; hon- 
esty ana sacredness of trust being the 
very foundation of the profession. A lit- 
tle agitation, by a few Influential stocky 
holders' committees could easily secure 
some Important reforms In this respect; 
and publicity of this character, showing 
due regard for matters that should be 
private, would do much toward averting 
such a craze for popular investigation 
as we are now experiencing, which may 
easily be injurious. 


IMPORTANT EVENT. 


One of the Important events of the 


week was the decision of the Supreme 
Court regarding the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway, holding that a railroad cannot 
be both a carrier and seller of coal. This 
establishes a vital and far-reaching opin- 
ion, adopting a principle which.will prove 
o{ great public benefit. So far the effect 
has not been adverse upon the coal stocks; 
but the ultimate outcome^ of this decision 
Is yet to be seen, since it separates two 
functions which have previously been ex- 
ercised by a single corporation.

9ountry has been developing too faat, and 
too much "money-is'locked up In varioufe 
enterprises, Interrupting the natural flow 
to and fro of money. It Is time to call 
i halt In order to facilitate dl*e5tlon of 
new securities and a. return ot normal 
conditions. Stocks should tw sold on all 
{rallies and purchases made only on pro- 
nounced, bretiks. Technically the market 


is weaker than for many months, and 
any stringency In money, such as is likely 
to occur between now and the first of 
April, would certainly Induce 
further 


liquidation and lower prices for securities.
